ROOMING HOUSE FOR THE AVENUE 


Application has been made by a Mr. Henry 
Trawinski to convert 1077 - 1079 Dorchester 
Ave. into a rooming house for twenty two 
roomers and an alcoholic treatment center. 
This action will first eliminate housing 
for three families and as we all know we 
do not have a great abundance of family 
units. It is too close to our church and 
schools. There are too many bars in close 
proximity to the location.and the area is 
far too congested now. The CSHCA has not 
been consulted nor has St. Williams but we 
shall be heard at the public hearing that 
will take place on 26 September 1972 at 
city hall. This community has far too many 
problems now and is getting no help from 
anyone on working towards the soloutions. 


DUNA ACTION AVERTS CLOSING LITTLE CITY HALL 


On Thursday, June 29, a Special Emergency 
meeting of DUNA Delegates resulted in a 
resolution, passed unanimously that would 
keep Little City Hall open to Dorchester 
residents. A further result of the meeting 
was to establish an ad-hoc committee that 
will study the five demands that DTAC-TPF 
have presented to Mayor White. Jim Hunt is 
to head the committee which will prepare a 
solid program when they meet with various 
city commissioners at a meeting previously 
scheduled for July 12 in room 603 at city 
hall by DUNA. Because DUNA was unable to 
learn how the action affected DTAC-TPF over 
100 Dorchester residents were on hand at a 
demonstration at the Fields Corner Little 
City Hall to ensure its ongoing service to 
all Dorchester Residents. 


WHY NOT A PARK? 


Several months ago we inquired about the 
feelings residents had toward the vacant 
land on Bellflower and Dorset Streets and 
the feelings expressed by the abbutters & 
many of the residents was that the land be 
used for housing for the elderly or a park. 
No one that we spoke to wanted housing to 
be built on the land. A request was made 
to the cities planning board to do a study 
on the reuse of the land. That study is now 
complete and the primary recommendation is 
that the ideal use for the land would be a 
park for pre-teens and tots. There are 00 
children in the area that would use this 
area if it were made a park. Preliminary 
use suggestions are being prepared and as 
soon as they are complete a public meeting 
will be held at the Polish American Post 
so that the community can make the final 
recommendations. If you have any suggest- 
ions either pro or con please call Samuel 
Mullin at 288 3510 or write them down and 
send them to him at 932 Dorchester Avenue, 
02125.

REPORT ON HOUSING PROBLEMS 


814, 816-818 Dorchester Avenue. The CSHCA 
REQUESTED and DEMANDED on several occasions 
over the pass three years that these two 
buildings as well as 820 be inspected and 
brought up to code. Wattendorf made some 
cosmetic repairs each time the case would 
come to court and the judges would always 
dismiss the cities complaints. Meanwhile 
the buildings continued to fall apart and 
they were finally condemned by Commission- 
er Martin of the Building Department and 
were scheduled for demolition last year. 
DTAC blocked this action and claimed that 
they with the help of BLAP they could make 
Wattendorf bring these buildings up to the 
building codes. Following an expensive 
court trial (at our expense) the court in- 
structed that the buildings be repaired. 

A fire tore through the top floor and the 
foundation fell in and the tenants moved 
out and through the extrodinary efforts 

of Deputy Commissioner Leo MARTIN of the 
Building Department these two buildings 
were torn down. The same cooperation was 
extended on 10 Wave Avenue, 10 Maryland St. 
3-5-7- Dunn St. 1113-1117 Dorchester Ave. 
143 Sydney Street, 128-132 Buttonwood St. 
the Garages on Mt. Vernon Street and many 
other problem buildings. Two major problems 
remaining are 180 Sydney Street, it is now 
worse than ever. 183 Sydney Street was on 
ihe; iaisic for demolition bub the Dawe. 
held a demonstration in city hall demand- 
ing that this unsafe building be allowed 
to remain in the community. Commissioner 
Thuma bowing to their screams, curses & 
threats has removed the demolition order. 
183 is unsafe and beyond repair and in 
spite of the fact our Insurance is being 
cancelled and the banks use this type of 
building as an excuse not to give mortga- 
ges,DTAC has interfered with a process of 
action that has taken many months of time 
and 183 will remain unsafe and a danger 

to the community unless you make your own 
voice heard. 

As community director I have found that 
the Building Department on the whole has 
worked with me in removing unrepairable 
slums from our community and DTAC is now 
opposed to the removal of slums that are 
occupied. No one, DTAC, BLAP, CSHCA, DUNA 
or any city agency has the right to gable 
with peoples lives by allowing them to 
remain in a dangerous and unsafe building 
and we can't continue to kill firemen who 
are cailed upon to put out the fires we 
have in slum buildings. 


THE M.D.C. BOONDOGGLE 


several months ago the M.D.C. made a final 
appearance in our neighborhood. They came 
to St. Williams Hall with a proposal that 
would allow them to build a massive overpass 
along Morrissey Blvd. In return for support 
from the community they would develop our 
PATTEN'S COVE as a water recreation site. 
To make a long story short, community oppo- 
sition was loud and vocal and the overpass 
plan was shelved and to our dismay so was 
the development of PATTENS COVE, (talk of 
smallmindedness). The conmunity proposed 

a new University Road from Kosciuszko circle 
to the site of the new campus. This plan 
was also rejected. The wildcat strike and 
ensuing traffic jam that tied up Dorchester 
Ave as well as Morrissey Blvd is something 
the MDC and U/Mass should not expect us to 
live with. The community has a leverage 
only as long as construction is under way 
and before the underpass is built. THREE 
COMMUNITY DEMANDS SHOULD BE MET,THEY ARE: 


1) A SECOND ACCESS FOR FIRETRUCKS! 


2) REDESIGN THE TRAFFIC FLOW AT EXIT 17!

FIRE TRUCKS IGNORED 


With a roar of engines and wail of sirens 
Boston Fire Trucks proceed at a snails 
pace through crowed streets, in most case- 
es ignored by the motorist on the roadway. 
Back in an overcrowded side street a des- 
perate mother watches her home burning, 
and if she is lucky, she has her family 
at her side. (Ford proudly advertises how 
sound proof their cars are) NADER BEWARE! 
A fact most people are unaware of is that 
a FIRETRUCK will only go a maximum of 48 
MPH and that would only be on an openroad. 
On city streets they average about 28 to 
36 MPH. But criminally ignorant drivers 
manage to reduce that speed to about 22 
MPH. Out of State drivers always pull off 
to the side of the road well before the 
Fire truck gets near them, yet BOSTONIANS

a PLAZA = WHAT TT MEANS TO DORCHESTER! 


The Park Plaza Urban Renewal Project is an 
example of the thesis,"If it's new & big, 
it must be good." Park Plaza is little more 
than that. It's the developers & bankers 
pulling strings of their puppets, the BRA 
and city politicians to crush people. There 
is NO PUBLIC PURPOSE to the Park Plaza and 
public purpose is the only justification 
for using the powers of eminent domain. Our 
elected city officials will tell us that 
Park Plaza was the best possible project 
they could have voted at that time. This is 
outright NONSENSE - in fact, the citizens 
of Boston have been betrayed by these city 
officials and the BRA through their promo- 
tion of this scheme. The BRA included the 
Combat Zone in the project in order to de- 
elare the whole area blighted, but have no 
plans to fight the blight in the COMBAT 
ZONE. Instead a non-blighted area along the 
Common & Garden will be taken and this will 
have a disastrous affect on these parks, at 
some seasons of the year the sun will never 
Shine on these green spots. Contrary to the 
law, the BRA has no relocation plans for 
any of the existing businesses that occupy 
the area. (Historical note:The city cannot 
eonstruet a Columbia Point to offer reloca- 
tion as they did for the poor people of the 
West End in 1954-55.) It is not admitted, 
but that was the sole purpose of Columbia 
Point and poor families are still paying a 
tremendous social price in that monstrosity 
so the bankers can get richer. The West End 
today pays less taxes to the city than did 
the old neighborhood. The Park Plaza is now 
paying almost $2,000,000 a year and this is 
the big rub as it affects the homeowner and 
tenant in Dorchester, Park Plaza, when com- 
pleted in 13 to 17 years, proposes to pay 
= million a year in lieu of taxes. This 
is a project of almost $300 million and 43 
million is less than one-tenth of the taxes 
it would pay if taxed, AS WE ARE, at the 
present rate of $174.70 per thousand. When 
this project is completed the developers 
will have a nice stable give away tax rate 


and in effect be divorced from city problems 


but what will our tax rate be in 15 years. 
Who will make up the tax money we will lose 
over the years Park Plaza is being built? 
Who will pay for the public improvements, 
estimated at $14,000.000? WE WILL! And to 
top it off- the developers of Park Plaza 
under this plan will not even be a limited 
dividend corporation as is the Prudential, 
talk gbout a give away, this is unlimited 
profits supported by us the taxpayers....

This 
practice, coupled with real estate specu- 
lators willing to invest here in expecta- 
tion of a large student influx, will cause 
many small home owners to leave the area. 
Another immoral practice affecting the com- 
munity is the unwillingness of our local 
banks to issue mortgages in our community. 
Again, when families try to buy here they 
are RED-LINED and cannot get mortgages and 
the BLOCKBUSTING speculators are without 
any buying competition and they can drive 
the local people out and break up our neigh- 
borhood. The CSHCA is now taking names of 
the people who would like to buy in our 
community and we have contact with certain 
banks and are arranging a procedure for ob- 
taining mortgages. However, bankers a very 
conservative people who have to be shown 
that people want to live here. For this 
reason, CSHCA is making a big effort to list 
as many people who want to buy homes in the 
neighborhood.

THUMA REPATRS WATTENDORF PROPERTY 


At the strongest urging of our many members 
living on Sydney Street the "Storefront" 
was successful in having 180 & 183 Sydney 
Streets inspected. The result of the In- 
spection by the Building Department was the 
condemnation of both buildings as being un- 
safe and unfit for human habitation. These 
two buildings are a blight on an otherwise 
handsome street of homes. When the wrecker 
appeared at 180 to demolish it, Tibbitts 
paid $500.00 to have the wrecker leave and. 
late on a friday pushed through a permit 
to close the building to tresspass so that 
he could repair it. This was to be done by 
June 15. The building as of July 4 looks 
worse than it did before any work was done. 
We must demand a reinspection at 180. 183 
which was far worse was also ordered for 
demolition until DTAC & TPF held a small 
but noisy demonstration at the Mayor's 
office and Commissioner THUMA revoked the 
order of his inspectors out-of-hand.THUMA 
is now spending $5,200 of our taxes to do 
minimal repairs. Wattendorf has it made!!
